have been opened in Washington for 
the establishment, of an entente cor- 
dlale between the'governments of Co- 
lombia and Nicaragua.

kLAINLY the battle of Second 


Bull Itun. or Mnnassus. on Aug. 
20 nnd 30, 1SG2. was not fought 
according to' plan by either ur- 


Battles rarely are fought as 


planned, although the generals arc usu- 
ally reluctant to admit thu fact. 


The pivot upon which the battle 


turned was Stonewall Jackson's corps. 
The morning of Aug. IS) Jackson found 
his column cut oft from the main body 
of Confederate forces. Tho road be- 
tween him nnd Loiigstreot's. command. 
with which Loo was, marching, lay In 
the hands of the enemy. He gave up 
trying to march to meet Longstreet 
and literally hunted cover. Longstreet 
•was marching from the west to unite 
•with Jackson, nnd Jackson the tiny be- 
fore had been marching to the west to 
shorten the distance between his corps 
and Longstret-t's. .Lnte.pu the '.iStli he 
stumbled Into n light which, showed 
that the Federal army under General 
John Pope was movhig In strong col- 
umns all around him. In fact, the 
morning of Aug. 29 Jackson was In n

For two days Jackson had ."felt" tho 


Federals on the west of his line, but 
the 29th the> appeared-to be massed 
on the cast of him. and to the east he 
faced. All Jackson wanted was to bo 
let' alone until Longstreet arrived on 
the field. The better to keep the enemy 
at arm's length he formed his soldiers 
' behind an unfinished railroad embank- 


ment which extended northeast and 
southwest across the'historic Warren- 
ton pike on the western borders of the 


• old battlefield of 1S«1. 


At the beginning of the two days* 


battle the aim of Pope was merely to 
destroy Jackson, who' hod recklessly 
been ijxposcd to the whole' Federal ar- 
my. Jackson's aim was to.hold his 
ground until help came, and the aim of 
Lee nnd Longstreet wat. to succor 
Jackson. Tho bull opened on the 2!tth 
•with a fierce artillery duel. Popo want- 
ed to shell Jackson's men hut of their 
stronghold, but Jackson.bad plenty of 
guns and ammunition. While the gun- 
ners worked away-at long range Pope 


• tried to find a weak spot In Stonewall's 


line. He thought lie saw; It on the Con- 
federate left, but when his Infantry 
tried'to rush the. embankment there 


- they were hurled back by artillery Ore. 


One point In.the railroad embank- 


ment was Impregnable^ This was n 
long deep cut where tlie banks were 
steep on both sides. Thu.cut was reso- 
lutely attacked by the Federal brigade 
led by General Cuvler 'Grover about 
the middle of the afternoon. With 'a 
line': of l.oOO .men 'Grover marched 
down a gentle slopu toward the truck 
nnd across an open. Not n shot was 
fired by the troops until close to the 
enemy. In front of the cut the First 
South Carolina regiment had been ly- 
ing In wait all day. At the advance of 


>0 10. 10 


Grover's men the Carolinians fell back 
Into the cut and waited for the Feder- 
als to come on. .Grover's men leaped 
down the bank, and the First Massa- 
chusetts lined up lu front of the Pal- 
metto boys. 


Beginning with u rifle duel, thu 


struggle waxed closer until at last tho 
assailants and defenders were only ten 
paces apart and fought with swords, 
pistols, bayonets nnd clubbed muskets. 
Grover was finally driven back with a 
loss of one-third of his command. The 
Carolinians mustered but 2S3 men at 
tho beginning of the light and lost 1-13 
killed and wounded. 


It was about the hour of Grover's re- 


pulse from the railroad cut that Long- 
street's column put In an appearance 
on the Hank of Jackson. All day dur- 
ing the march to suv» Jackson Long- 
street liad heard the guns of the b'uttle 
^along thu railroad. Fodernls were en- 
countered at every htrp. Longstreet 
placed batteries In iwsltlan only to 
have them tired upon by Federals, and 
every show of Infantry force was met 
by a similar display on the Yankee 
side. Toward nightfall .Tub Stuart's 
watchful cavalry brought word to 
Longstreet that n large force of fed- 
erals was marching against his right 
flank. Finally Longstreet gathered up 
bis brigades and sent them after the 
scattered batteries and regiments of 
the enemy, nnd there was a general re- 
treat, ending at dark. Leo had urged 
Lougstroot to attack everything In 
night, but his lieutenant was cautions 
about rushing upon an unknown force 
nnd after his experiments of the after- 
noon reported that the ntluck had bet- 
ter be delayed until the morning of the 
30th. With this In view, he called back 
his advance lines and went Into biv- 
ouac."

When Pope saw that Longstrcot's 


troops were falling back, he telegraph- 
ed to,Washington that he had scored 
n victory nnd the Confederates were 
retreating. The day had opened with i 
similar retreat on the part of Jackson, 
but his retreat only went as fur as tho 
cover, of the railroad cut. Hut If Pope 
was In a fog as to whut the Confeder- 
ates wore doing, tho .case was no 
clearer across the lines. Longstroct 
and Lee supposed that Pope was actu- 
ally maneuvering to fall buck to Wash- 
ington, along the Warrenton pike, 
•whlclj^blsccted the field of operations. 


There were two factors In thu pre- 


liminary movements at 
Hull 
Itun 


which', thu leaders on both sides didn't 
take into account until thu plans of 
both had been upset. Pope didn't know 
of tho coming of Ixmgstreet, nnd Lou 
nnd Longstreet knew nothing of Fltx- 


•John Porter's Federal corps off on tho 


flank of Longstrect. Those new fac- 
tors made the fighting of Aug. 80 Ir- 


regular, bloody nnd for tho most part 
useless for the Federal army. Well 
would It have been for Pope had ho 
done what Lee and Longstreot sup- 
posed he would do tho night of Aug. 
29, retreated to Washington. He would 
have MI veil his army and had another 
chuncu.at Lee. 


Longstreet's entrance Into tho deci- 


sive fighting of Second Hull Uun.was 
on Aug. :!0. It was suddun and dra- 
matic, and It took years of comparing 
notes to settle thu exact time and man- 
ner o'f It. Thu celebrated cofle of Fltz- 
John Porter, one of thu most noted In 
the history of courts .martial, turned 
upon thu arrival and participation of 
Longstreet that day. 


As a finishing blow to Jackson, Popo 


late the 30th of August ordered Porter 
to attack the right Hank of Jackson's 
line at the railway. Two divisions of 
Porter moved to tho charge, leaving, 
the extreme-left unprotected except for 
the Federal battery of Hazlctt and bis 
supports, tho demlbrlgade of G. 1C. 
Warren. Warren had but 1,000 men, 
the Tenth New York zouaves on the 
skirmish line and Duryee's zouaves 
guarding the battery. Porter and War- 
ren supposed that the only foe In front 
was the troops of'Jackson, but Long- 
street was there with 30,000 fresh men. 
Ho brought thom\ln on a wide circuit, 
striking Porter's flank. 


Suddenly this new enemy dashed up- 


on the Tenth New York, which fell 
hack across the front of Duryee's line, 
masking Its lire. Warren told Hnzlett 
of the danger to his guns and ordered 
Duryee's men to retreat, but this last 
ardor waff not hoard on tho line, for the 
soldiers had already begun to shoot at 
tho swarming Confederates. 
Mean- 


while Huzlott took his guns away, and 
what was left of Duryee's gallant band 
retreated. Hut In making that brief 
stand tho zouaves met with n loss In 
killed unparalleled In tho whole war. 
There were 3 otllcers and S3 men killed 
outright and 7 olllcers nnd 1(53 men 
wounded. Of the wounded 33 died on 
tho field, making a total death roll of 
11!». 


Porter's column was no match for 


Longstreet's, being outnumbered, two 
to one. but the main resistance to 
Longstreet came from that corps, and 
tho verdict of history Is that Porter 
saved Pope's tinny from annihilation. 
Supposing still that he had Jackson 
nlono and surrounded. Pope continued 
all'day the J'.Oth to hurl his soldiers 
against the line on the railway. It Is 
no exaggeration to say that tho em- 
bankment' behind which Jackson's 
men lay .vomited bullets In n ceaseless 
stream. Again and again ,tho Federals 
charged up to the railway cut as Gro- 
ver's brigade had dune the day before. 
Sometime* thu soldiers fought with 
sticks and stones.

With a skillful soldier 
lu Pope's shoes Jackson would have 
been lost and Longstreet would have 
been overwhelmed.

Jackson was In Pope's 
rear, but he was alone, cut oft from his 
supports. 


But Instead of smashing Longstreet 


nnd then turning to catch Jackson be- 
tween his own columns and tho fresh 
troops^ on the other side of the Held 
Popo s'tnrted his different corps upon u 
hunt for the wily Stonewall. F<ir. a 
week confusion reigned within "the 
Federal lines over twenty miles of ter- 
ritory around the old battlefield of Bull 
Run. 
In his hunt for Stonewall Jack- 


Bon Pope attempted to drug n field ten 
miles broad and twenty long lying be- 
tween the Warrenton Hike and the rail- 
road from thu Rupputmnnock back to 
Washington. Since he first met with 
Lei; the first week In August he hud 
been re-enforced with 'four divisions 
from SIcClellan's army on the James 
rlvt'r and one from Burnslde's force In 
North Carolina. His orders to his gen- 
erals were'to hold the rnllr«udf,und 
keep the enemy from concentrating 
on thu old battleground of Bull Run. 


One of the danger points on the rail- 


road which Pope was anxious io save 
was Mnmissus Junction, thu sole sup- 
ply depot for his army outside of 
Washington.

crest of the ridge they were fired Into 
by Confederate Infantry concealed In 
the hollow between the road and tho 
buttery. 


Meanwhile the third regiment of the 


Iron brigade •marched on up the pike, 
and the Nineteenth Indiana.'a regi- 
ment never before under lire, brought 
up the rear. The Indlunlans saw the 
unequal light of their comrades and 
rushed'up the bunk to attack tho Con- 
federate Infantry. At that moment a 
second Confederate battery unllmber- 
cd beside the llrst, and for an hour the 
fresh soldiers from the prairie fought 
with the coolness of veterans.

were shot down. The Federals were 
delayed In their march and suffered 
unequal slaughter, but they delayed 
the march of Jackson westward.

The estate belonged to the Saxon 


kings until it was given by King 
Edgar to the monastery of St. Ethel- 
rlda lit Ely. The manor house became 
the residence of the prelates ami was 
occasionally used as a royal residence 
until the reign of Henry V1I1.. when 
It was deeded to the crown.

How the? SpnnUh Admiral In Spend-

Elizabeth, and there she lived under 
"IK "'* declining years nt Puerto Koal 


surveillance through the greater part 
of Queen Mary's reign. 


In the third year of the 'feign of 


James I. he exchanged Hattleld for 
the house, manor nnd park of Tlieo- 
bolds with his minister. Sir Ilobert 
Cecil, afterward Earl of Salisbury, 
whose descendant, the present Marquis 
of Salisbury, now owns the ^-stnto. 
Here he has entertained at various 
times the great personages of the earth 
In a manner bi'Httlug his great wealth 
nnd ancient lineage. The present king 
has been his guest on Innumorable oc- 
casions when Prince of Wales, but 
oifly once since ho succeeded to the 
throne. 


Ilatlleld House, In which the Mar- 


mils of Salisbury will 111 future spend 
most of his time and where-ho will 
doubtless entertain his friends as re- 
gally as of yore, Is a brlel; struc- 
ture of vnst_extent. It was built be- 
tween tho years 1G03 and 1011 by Uob- 
crt Cecil, llrst earl of Salisbury. Later 
It suffered from neglect, but was re- 
stored nnd beautllled In,the middle of 
the last century by the sixth onrl. In 
183." n groat part of the west wing 
was destroyed by lire. In which tlio 
dowager Marchioness of Salisbury lost 
her life. After thu'flru a general res- 
toration of the building took place. 


The house forms three sides of n 


square, the hollow part turned toward 
tho south. The center Is looked upoil 
as a line specimen of the Palladlan 
style and. although of mixed archi- 
tecture. Is highly pleasing to the cyej 
The wings are massive and compara- 
tively plain, supported nt each corner 
by square'turrets seventy feet high. 
There Is u central tower over the grand 
entrance, which Is also seventy feet 
high. 


Tho third stcry of the central tower 


contains a clock and the armorial bear- 
Ings of the founder, with the date 1011, 
In whlcli year thu present house was 
finished. 
Tlio southern front Is 1100 


feet long, nnd the center Is 140 feet. 
The wings are Sit feet wide nud project 
100 feet from the center. 


The hall Is spacious and lofty.
